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HE deſign of this little piece is circum- 


\ ſcribed within narrow limits. It is, to 


furniſh the medical practitioner with ſuch a 


compendium of Materia Medica, as may ſerve 
to keep in his memory the moſt important 
circumſtances relative to each article received 
into practice in this iſland. I ſay; t keep in 
his memory, becauſe it is certain that he ought 
originally to be provided with much more co- 
pious and exact information concerning great 


part, at leaſt, of theſe articles. This is to be 


acquired by means of lectures and treatiſes at 


large; but every one knows and laments how 
fugitive the knowledge is, which is not main- 
tained by frequent recurrence to the ſources 
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of information. The ſubjects of which the 


Materia Medica is compoſed, are ſo numerous* 
and ſome of them ſo ſeldom employed, that a 
little heſitation concerning their nature and uſe * 
cannot be wondered at; yet, as ſuch ignorance 
is not very reputable, it is a deſireable thing 
that the means for removing it ſhould be ren- 
dered as eaſy as poſſible. Any peculiar advan- 
tages which can attend the means for this pur- 
poſe, muſt ariſe from a proper /elefion and a 
convenient d:/þo/tton of the moſt eſſential cir- 
cumſtances; and it is this union which I have 
aimed at in the preſent compilation. In order 
to ſhew what were my ideas in this attempt, I 
ſhall here prefix a brief explanation of my plan. 


As 


* It might be imagined, from the ſpirit of examination, | 
and freedom from antient prejudices, which diſtinguiſh the 
preſent age, that the number of medicines, many of them 
certainly introduced through miſtaken or ſuperſtitious notions, 
would have been greatly diminiſhed, But while the cure 

of diſeaſes continues to be difficult and precarious, men 
will be continually ſearching for means of more efficacy 
than thoſe already in uſe; and this will occaſion a conſtant 
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As this Manual was intended only for a 
book of occaſional referrence, I thought it un- 
neceſſary to form any other arrangement of the 
ſeveral articles, than the alphabetical; which, 


while it is the moſt eaſy for conſultation, avoids all 


the ambiguity and controverſy to which other 
arrangements are liable. Purſuing therefore the 
Dictionary mode, I give firſt, as the leading 


title, the name of each ſubſtance as it ſtands 


in the London and Edinburgh catalogues. Then 
follows, if the article is a vegetable, the Lin- 


nean name; and as it is eaſy, when poſſeſſed 


of this, to diſcover all its botanical characters, 


J have not entered into deſcription further, than 


juſt ſpecifying ſome of the moſt general circumſtan- 
ces belonging to the ſubject. I leave it to be under-

addition, equal, perhaps, to the diminution ariſing from 
medicines becoming obſolete. Of this a remarkable proof 
is afforded by the catalogues of our two Pharmacopcias, 
That of London, in 1747, contains 196 vegetable articles, of 
which about 1g ſeem retained merely becauſe they enter 
into the compoſition of MiTHRIDATE and FHERIACA, 
The Edinburgh College, which has long diſcarded theſe 
remnants of medical ſuperſtition, has yet, in it's Diſpen- 
ſatory of 178g, inſerted 209 vegetable articles. 
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ſtood, for the ſake of brevity, when I ſay of a plant, 
growing wild, or cultivated, without mentioning 
where it ſo grows, that in his {and is meant. 


The remaining matter is all diſpoſed in an 
uniform tabular method, which J adopted, both 
for the ſake of catching the eye, and for dif. 
poſing it in the memory in a clear and regular 
manner. 


The firſt head, of Part u/ed, applies only to 
ſome of the articles; many of them being 


themſelves only parts of a whole, and diſtin- 


guiſhed as ſuch by their titles. 


The next head, of Senſible Properties, is 
rendered conciſe, by enumerating ſuch only as 
appear connected, either with the medicinal 
powers, or with the proper modes of exhibition, 
of the ſubjeft; ſuch are, particularly, it's ſmell, 
taſte, and ſolubility. As to the latter, however, 


it is taken for granted, that the chemical qualities 


of oils, balſams, reſins, gums, and gummy-refins 


are already known by the reader. 


Under 
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Under the third head, of Medical Virtues, the 
general and primary operations of the ſubjeft 
alone, for the moſt part, have been noticed, and 
not their application to the cure of particular 
diſorders, which it is the buſineſs of medical 
ſcience to deduce from the former. In ſome 
inſtances, indeed, ſpecific medicinal properties, 
not to be inferred from the general ones, are 
found, or are ſuppoſed, to exiſt; and theſe 


are enumerated. 
« 


The laſt head, of Mode of Exhibition, is, in 
moſt of the articles, diſtributed into two diviſions. 
The firſt contains the uſual forms of extempo- 
raneous exhibition, under which the ſubſtance is 
adminiſtered; as, powder, pill, infuſion, decoction, 
&c. The ſecond comprehends all the formulæ 
of the London and Edinburgh diſpenſatories, in 
which it is either the ſole, or the leading 
ingredient; and alſo all the parts into which, 
by chemical or mechanical means, it is reſolved, 
according to the preſcription of thoſe diſpenſa- 
tories; as, effential oils, extracts, tinctures, &c. 


As 
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As the purpoſe was only to give the preſcriber 
ſuch a general idea of the nature of each for- 


mula, as might ſuggeſt to him a proper variety, 


and direct him in the choice, it was not thought 


neceſſary to copy them at length; however, in 


ſome of the moſt important officinals, the relative 


proportion of each ingredient is marked by an 
annexed figure. The order in which theſe pre- 
parations are arranged, is, beginning with the 


ſimpleſt, and proceeding to the more compound. 
The metallic and other mineral articles have 
their preparations | arranged on chemical | prin- 
ciples. Conſiderable attention has been paid to 


the execution of chis part of the plan, whereby 


it is hoped that clearer views of chemical and 


galenical Er are given, than uſually prev,

The proportioning of the doſes of medicines 
is ſo complicated a matter, from the various 


circumſtances of age, conſtitution, habitude, re- 
petition, and intention, which muſt be conſidered 
in each particular caſe, that I deſpaired of being 


able to lay down, in the ſhort compaſs. of a 
| table 
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table, any directions on this head, ſufficiently 
preciſe to be both ſafe and uſeful. I have 
therefore left all doubts of this kind, to be 
decided by the authority of more detailed works, 


or the advice of experienced practitioners. 


Having thus briefly ſtated the principal pur- 
poſes this Manual is deſigned to anſwer, and 


the advantages it pretends to offer, I commit it 


to the candour of the reader, truſting, that if 


it's utility be found adequate to it's bulk and 
price, the author will not be cenſured for failing 


to do in it, what he never meant to attempt.
